P ROBABLY THERE IS NO BETTER 

proof of the fact that man u an incurable opti¬ 
mist than the ancient custom of saying "Happy New 
Year." 

Thai phrase represents a little more than just a 
pious hope that things will go well in ihc next twelve 
months. It springs front an uneasy realization that 
we somehow did not manage to do quite as we)l with 
the last twelve as we had hoped to do. and that once 
• year is by no means ’on often to take stock of past 
mistakes and get a new grip on the future. 

From the lowly mortal who hopefully swears off 
cigars to the world statesman who resolves to give his. 
people a slightly belter break henceforward, we all 
come op to the start of a new year with a feeling that 
it is up to us to take 3 brace. If a glance at our 
pasts makes us pessimistic, we can at least become 
hopeful again by looking forward. 

So we make our New Year’s resolutions and set 
out to run one more lap saiinat the old gentleman with 
the scythe and the whiskers: and if our performance 
never quite comes up to what we expect of it. we at 
least do edge ourselves forward a little bit—which, 
in an imperfect and sinful world, is something. 

And if we took the time to sit down and think 
about it. we might discover that that, after all, is the 
way the world as a whole m ikea most of iu progress— 
by slow, painful inches, with many a back-sliding and 
many a skinned knee and bruised foot, and not by 
sudden, spectacular leaps. 

The landscape is fairly well cluttered up these 
daya with all kinds of gentlemen who want to lead 
us up to the millennium by day after to-morrow. 
Some of them talk grandly of the revolution in which 
every hill shall be made low and every valley shall 
be exalted: some of them would settle all our troubles 
by turning the currency inside out. or by deporting 
all labor organizers, or bv instituting a universal system 
of eugenics, offhand, or by having all stock speculators 
hanged, or by putting th- affairs of state into the hands 
of black, brown or stuffed shirts. 

We shall hear a good deal of and from all of 
these people in 1936. And il might help us to remem¬ 
ber that in the long run the world makes its progress 
much as we ordinary individuals make ours—by slow 
stages, adding a bit of horsesense here and'an extra inch 
of common decency and kindness there, and not by 
cure-all panaceas or wild whirligigs. 

For the painful truth is that there is no short cut 
to blessedncM. The new year will bring us just about 
what we have got coming to us. as individuals and . 
as a world. It will not rise above the levels we set 
for ourselves. The most we can do is resolve to make 
it just a little better than the last year. If we do 
that, and keep at it, we mail be doing all that we can do.

W Marquis of Reading, died in England the 
other day one of the moat colorful careen in Britain'i 
public life came to an end. This distinguished 
British statesman made tun own way from the humbleit 
of beginning!. Hu father was a successful fruit 
'broker in the famous Cover.! Carden Market and il 
was the parental desire that the son should follow the 
same calling. But young Rufus had other jdeas. 
and signed as cabin bov on a tramp steamer bound 
from England lo the Oriert. her course taking him up 
' the Hoogli River. Half a century afterwards he 
viewed the same panorama as Baron Reading—then 
on his way to take office as Viceroy of India—the 
most important overseas post within the gift of his 
country. — 

There may have been many limes when the youth¬ 
ful Isaacs was not particularly happy in the role of 
cabin boy. but it is fairly reasonable lo assume that 
the experience he gained of life and men in those days 
had a good deal to do with his success later. When 
he returned to England alter hu sea-faring life he 
joined the Stock Exchange In London. His experi¬ 
ence there, however, ws. far from satisfactory, and 
the losaes he sustained turned hu thoughts lo a study 
of the law. He was a Queen's Counsel at the age 
of thirty-seven, ten year* after he had been admitted 
to the bar. Much legal work came his way. and he 
soon established a wide reputation as counsel in com¬ 
plicated commercial cases. Of him one writer wrote: 

“More than one crooked company promoter faced 
with bland complacenrj' Isaacs's apparently inconse¬ 
quential siring of queslicns. wondering what on earth 
counsel thought such questions would lead lo. He 
generally found out. to kir min, before he had finished 
on the witness stand. He, had underestimated the 
atmosphere of sweet reasonableness and inexhaustible 
patience which the slim lawyer with the Jewish counte¬ 
nance .invariably radiated." 

Before he was forty yeais of age. therefore. Rufus 
Isaacs was well on his way to fame. As far back 
as 1904 he had entered Parliament as Liberal member 
for ■ Reading—whcre. Dv the way. Goldwin Smith, 
famous Canadian publicist was bom—and he main¬ 
tained this association until 1913 when he was elevated 
to the peerage, taking th- name of the town as his title. 
Rl. Hon. H. H. Asqu'iE then Prime Minuter. ap- 
pointed him as Solicitor-General in 1910. a few 
months afterwards installing him as Attorney-General 
and. departing from established precedent, gave him 
a seat in the cabinet. 

Among the posts Lord Reading held at various i 
limes was Lord Warder, ol the Cinque Ports, Lord 
Chief Justice of England, President of the Anglq- 
French Loan Mission lo the United States, 1916; 
special envoy to the United States, 1917; High Com¬ 
missioner and special Ambassador lo the United States. 
1918. Then came the period between 1921 and [ 
1926 when he was Viceroy of India, to he followed j 
by his incumbency of the post of Secretaty of State j

Financing of the Old Men’s Home 
this year was completed with a sur¬ 
plus of 8350 owing to a smaller hos¬ 
pitalisation bill than usual, according 
to the annua! report which has been 
submitted to the City Council by O.

Mr. Havard reported there are now 
forty lnmatm in the home, eight 
whom were admitted this year Two 
have been removed by death, while a 
third was transferred to the hospital 
annex. 

Total expenditures were 811.100 In¬ 
cluding salarlM and hoepitallxatlon. 
Of this amount 86.734 was received 
from the city, while the remainder 
eame from pensions. 

In his report Mr Havard recom¬ 
mended the use of the 62200 Martha 
Moorehouae estate for an addition to 
the home for the housing of crippled 
patients. At present they are kept In 
the downstairs quarters and their In¬ 
firmities make climbing stairs diffi¬ 
cult.

This scheme, supposedly designed to 
help the honest farmer by digging Into, 
the puoltc's pocket, is like an orphan 
child, thrown out of our political law- 
' bunglers' nursery to shift for Itself 
bef*f can walk. It la a typical 
example of costly and destructive gov¬ 
ernment business interference. The 
farmers do not need government 
nurses to seU their produce in the 
same degree as politicians need nurses 
when lawmaking. It is hoped that the 
laws of supply and demand will soon 
be permitted to determine the price 
the public must pay for what it buys. 

The spoiling of product forcibly held 
from the market to benefit lawbreak¬ 
ers snd Chinese should not be the 
main factor In price-fixing designed 
to tax the public—espedaly the work¬ 
ingman.

To the Editor:—When the law- 
abiding firmer has delivered his 
produce to the board’s ehed he finds 
himself deprived of selling his goods 
la the open market for cash. In re¬ 
turn he holds s receipt whose poten¬ 
tial value at some future date is un¬ 
certain. 

While his produce Is held forcibly 
In the board's shed to get old. stale, 
sprout and whatnot, the vegetable 
bootleggers and wholesalers are reaping 
the profltc from the higher price level 
set by the board In the wholesale and 
retail market. All these gentlemen 
must do 1> dodge a lukewarm govern¬ 
ment Inspector who Improbably trying 
as keenly to dodge them In his hope¬ 
less task of enfor cing a w holly un¬ 
controllable control act. 

The vegetable bootlegger, consisting 
of the farmers lacking in loyalty to 
their fellow farmers, art not only 
seeWng the Mgher price, but also 
the need** cash, not forthcoming In 
dealing with the board. This situa¬ 
tion is wholly to be blamed on the 
board. In holding a quantity of 
produce from the market the board 
Is Indirectly assisting the vegetable 
bootlegger obtain higher cm ah prices 
at the expense of hie fellow law- 
abiding terms*. Besides. In holding 
his produce until It Is old and stale, 
he la further discriminating against 
the law-abiding farmer, as goods told* 
in that condition will not even bring 
the price set by the board. 

The wholesaler, no matter what hlt- 
or-mlss price the board seta, Is sure 
of his set minimum profit: besides 
he has profitable opportunities to buy 
on the side from the cash-needing 
producer, thus he can always keep his 
stores replenished without going to 
the government shed. As a matter 
of fact, it is to hU advantage to keep 
away from It. 

The Marketing Control Act was 
partly brought into existence with the 
little praiseworthy object of creating , 
an axenev with enough undefined
